NO CONTROL 


Time and again Scotland 
kas failed to - achieve any 
success at all at full inter- 
national level — not because 
their players were untalented 
but because their organisation 
was weak. 


If the Scottish FA has no 
control over its players — as 
it doesn’t seem to have — 
they shouldn’t be too hurt or 
surprised if We told them that 
we would be delighted to have 
the full Scotland team but 
are not interested in their 
third choices, not at the orig- 
inal rate, nor at a reduced 
rate. 

The only possible merit in 
this Scottish visit lies in the 
fact that their team will be 
much weaker than expected 
and thus the three matches 
will be much closer. 

But Australia wanted to see 
Scotland at their best and if 
it was weaker sparring part- 
ners we had wished for, we 
could have got any of half a 
dozen Asian international 
teams for just about peanuts. 

We have had our fair share 
of ersatz-teams in the past; 
now we are entitled to the 
best.
